BRILLIANT FRENCH COUNTER-ATTACKS, 


Sir D. Haig reported yesterday morning as follows :— 
General Headquarters, 11.17 a.m. 

North-of the Somme heavy fighting continued along the 
whole front south of Ayette until late yesterday evening. 

The enemy constantly attacked in considerable strength, but 
with no further success than had attended his efforts during 
the morning. i 

Local fighting also took place yesterday afternoon south of 
the Somme, in the neighbourhood of Hangard. 

We improved our position somewhat by a counter-attack, 


-Wide with an extreme depth of] Enemy’s Complete Failure, 


Sir D. Haig’s report on Friday night was as follows :— 
This morning the activity of the enemy’s artillery and trench 
mortars increased north of the Somme, and was followed by a 
series of strong infantry attacks along the whole of that portion 


-of the battle front which lies between the river Somme and the 


neighbourhood of Bucquoy. 


Latest reports indicate that these attacks have met 
with practically no success anywhere and have resulted 
in further heavy casualties to the enemy’S troops. 


On the same front our troops carried out a successful attack 
in the neighbourhood of Hebuterne-and took some-2oo prisoners 
and a few machine-guns. 

South of the Somme no further attacks have been made by 
the enemy to-day on the British front, 

Reports confirm that the fighting yesterday on this front 
was of a most severe and persistent nature, the enemy making 
repeated assaults on our positions east of Villers-Brettoneux. 

THE BATTLE ON THE FRENCH FRONT, 
The French official communiqué yesterday afternoon stated : 

The night was marked by violent bombardments north and 
south of the Avre, and especially in the region of Le Monchel, 

There was no infantry action, 

On the right bank of the Meuse and in the Apremont Forest 
the artillery duel was at times somewhat lively. 

Two enemy coups de main, one north of, Vaux-les-Bala- 
meike and the other near Seuzey, were without result, 

The night was calm on the rest of the front. 


Huns Throw In 15 Rew Divisions. 


The French official *communiqué on Friday -afternoon 


stated :— 


The Germans continued their attacks during the night with 
undiminished fierceness, throwing fresh forces into the battle. 

We have identified 15 divisions on this part of the front, 
including 7 new divisions, 

_ Despite the marked superiority of his effectives, which he 
spent recklessly, the enemy was unable to reach his objective, 
which was the railway from Amiens to Clermont, as is evidenced 
by the orders seized on prisoners. 

Our regiments-by their resistance foot by foot and their ener- 
getic cOunter-attacks, maintained their line generally, and in- 
flicted cruel losses on the enemy. 

While in the North we withdrew our positions to the west 
of Castel, we threw back the enemy from the Wood of Arriére- 
cour, west of Mailly-Raineval. 


A Brilliant Counter-Attack, 


South-east of Grivesnes a brilliantly conducted counter- 
attack gave us-the St. Aignal Farm, which we held agaiast-all 
assaults. 

Between Montdidier and Noyon the artillery duel assumed 
great intensity. 

Our troops attacked the German lines and conquered the 
greater part of the Epinette Wood, 600 metres north of Orvillers- 
Sorel. All the efforts of the enemy to dislodge us from here 
were in vain. Š 

Further east a local operation enabled us to extend our 
positions north of Mont Renaud, -which the enemy, despite his 
lying assertions, has never been able to capture. 

WAR OFFICE STATEMENT. ; 
The War Office on Friday night issued the following statement 


of the situation on the West front :— 


{1.) Since dawn this morning the Germans have delivered 
heavy attacks north and south of Dermancourt, S/W. of Albert, 
and in the region of Moyenneville. At Dermancourt and S.W. 
of Albert they succeeded in getting a footing in our defences. 
The situation at Albert was restored by a counter-attack, 


(2.) In the region of Mesnil and Beaumont-Hamel our line 


has been heavily shelled and some infantry fighting has taken 
place near Mesnil, but without advantage to the enemy. The 
enemy’s attack on Moyenneville was repulsed. 

(3-) An attack carried out by our. troops S.E, of Gomme-
